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SUMMARY 

In  1989/90,  Police  in  Ontario  reported  that  Criminal  Code  and 
drug  offences  in  Ontario  increased  for  the  fourth  consecutive  year 
to  946,827  offences.  This  followed  a  period  of  decreases  between 
1981  and  1985.  The  number  of  property  offences  decreased  in 
1989/90,  but  the  number  of  drug  offences,  violent  offences.  Criminal 
Code  traffic,  and  other  Criminal  Code  offences  increased.  The 
increase  for  Criminal  Code  traffic,  was  a  modest  442  in  relationship 
to  the  number  in  1988/89,  72,262. 

From  these  offences,  there  were  a  total  of  223,476  adults  and 
42,347  young  persons  charged.  These  totalled  265,823  persons 
charged  by  police  in  Ontario  for  Criminal  Code  and  drug  offences. 
These  translated  to  423,156  charges  received  in  Provincial  Court 
(Criminal  Division),  and  86,771  charges  received  in  the  Youth 
Courts . 

□nee  again  in  in  1989/90,  the  number  of  Criminal  Code  and  drug 
charges  disposed  in  Provincial  Court  (Criminal  Division),  was  less 
than  the  number  received.  The  shortfall  in  1989/90  was  47,752 
charges,  the  largest  shortfall  in  the  five  year  period. 

Consequently,  the  number  pending  on  March  31  1990  reached  188,858. 
This  represented  approximately  6  months  of  work  (the  case 
inventory).  In  1985/86,  five  districts  had  a  case  inventory  was  4 
months  or  more.  In  1989/90,  42  districts  had  case  inventories  of  4 
months  or  more. 

In  the  Youth  Courts,  the  number  pending  has  been  increasing 
over  the  last  five  years,  however,  the  case  inventories  are  still 
only  at  the  three  month  level. 

At  the  District  Court,  the  inventory  of  Criminal  Code 
indictments  increased  for  the  third  consecutive  year  so  that  it 
reached  6.7  months  in  1989/90.  The  inventory  was  highest  in  the 
Central  West  region.  The  inventory  has  been  increasing  mainly  in 
Metropolitan  Toronto,  and  the  surrounding  regions,  and  also  in  the 
East  region. 

Regarding  non-criminal  matters,  the  number  of  matters  received 
and  disposed  in  the  Provincial  Court  (Family  Division)  increased 
marginally  in  1989/90  but  was  significantly  less  than  the  number  in 
1986/87.  The  number  pending  in  1989/90  was  the  highest  of  the  last 
four  years. 

In  the  Supreme  and  District  Court,  non-criminal  actions 
(excluding  divorce)  added  to  the  lists  for  trial  increased  but  the 
number  disposed  decreased.  The  number  pending  increased  to  over 
12,000  resulting  in  a  case  inventory  of  9.0  months.  The  inventory 
in  1988/89  was  8.1  months. 

In  the  Provincial  Court  (Civil  Division),  the  number  of  small 
claims  actions  increased  in  comparison  to  1988/89,  and  the  number 
was  the  highest  since  1984.  The  increase  was  outside  of 
Metropolitan  Toronto. 
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INTRODUCTION 

The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  update  for  Ministry  management 
the  latest  available  court  statistics  in  relationship  to  the  long 
term  trends  and  the  data  from  the  other  justice  ministries.  The 
report  displays  trends  at  the  various  court  levels,  and  provides  an 
analysis  of  some  individual  court  locations.  It  further  explores 
the  data  interrelationships  among  the  justice-related  ministries. 
Data  are  presented  both  in  tabular  and  graphical  format.  Tables 
have  been  used  more  extensively  in  this  report  so  that  exact  numbers 
may  be  more  easily  found. 

The  trends  displayed  are  for  the  most  part  five  years,  1985/86 
to  1989/90,  and  the  information  comes  mainly  from  the  Statistical 
Services  Unit  of  the  Computer  and  Telecommunications  Services 
Branch  of  the  Ministry.  Other  information  comes  from  the  Canadian 
Centre  for  Justice  Statistics,  the  Ontario  Ministry  of  Correctional 
Services  and  the  Ministry  of  Treasury  and  Economics.  More  detailed 
information  is  available  on  request  from  Research  Services,  Ministry 
of  the  Attorney  General .

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ONTARIO'S  POPULATION  AND  PROJECTED  CHANGES  TO  2001  AND  2011 
Overall  Gro^sith 

Ontario's  population  grew  -from  6.3  million  in  1961  to  9,133,500 
in  1986.  Statistics  Canada  estimated  the  1909  population  to  have 
reached  9 , 589 , 600 , and  the  June  1  1990  population  to  have  been 
9,748,700.  This  was  an  average  1.5'/.  growth  rate  between  1961  and 
1906.  Growth  between  1986  and  1990  has  averaged  1.6'/..  During  the 
19905,  the  growth  rate  is  expected  to  average  1.1'/.  per  year  and 
reach  10.9  million  by  the  year  2000.  However,  major  changes  are 
expected.  The  35-64  age  group  will  become  the  largest  category,  and 
growth  in  the  districts  around  Metropolitan  Toronto  is  expected 
exceed  that  projected  in  recent  years. 

Age  Cohort  Changes 

Recent  population  age  cohort  changes  have  been  characterized  by 
declines  in  the  younger  age  groups  and  the  emergence  of  the  35-64 
age  group  as  the  largest  age  category  (Graph  1).  The  most  recent 
projections  to  2001  and  2011  indicate  short  term  increases  in  the 
younger  age  category  (0-4)  and  continued  increases  in  the  older 
categories  (35-64)  and  (65+) .  The  25-34  age  category  which  is 
considered  by  many  researchers  to  be  the  most  criminally  active,  is 
expected  to  increase  modestly  above  the  present  level.  However,  the 
35-64  age  category  which  has  emerged  as  the  largest  age  category,  is 
expected  to  continue  to  grow.  Some  experts  have  suggested  that  this 
may  result  in  a  large  group  of  more  sophisticated  criminals.  The 
number  aged  65  and  over  is  expected  to  continue  to  grow  and  surpass 
the  the  number  of  5-14  year  olds  by  about  the  year  2000. 

Population  Growth  in  the  Districts 

The  Ministry  of  Treasury  and  Economics  updated  their  population 
projections  for  Ontario's  counties  and  districts  in  the  summer  of 
1989.  The  new  population  projections  indicated  that  previous 
estimates  for  Northern  Ontario  were  overstated  and  estimates  for  the 
districts  surrounding  Metropolitan  Toronto  were  understated.  The 
districts  around  Metropolitan  Toronto  are  expected  to  continue  their 
patterns  of  rapid  growth.  (Map  1) 

Ethnic  Origin 

In  the  1986  census,  3.9  million  people  in  Ontario  claimed  to  be 
of  exclusive  British  origin,  and  1.04  million  claimed  to  be  French 
or  French  and  British.  The  remaining  4  million  claimed  partial  or 
complete  non-British  or  non-French  origin.  This  latter  group 
represented  45'/.  of  Ontario's  population  and  they  represented  over 
50'/.  of  the  population  in  some  districts.  The  group  includes  people 
of  native  Canadian  origin  (Map  2).

Overall  Trends  in  Major  Offences  in  Ontario 

The  number  of  serious  offences  (Criminal  Code  and  drug) 
increased  in  Ontario  for  the  fourth  consecutive  year  in  1989.  jhe 
number  increased  from  927,582  in  1988  to  946,827  in  1989.  This  was 
a  2.1'/.  increase.  The  increase  occurred  for  all  major  categories  of 
offences  except  property  offences.  The  largest  increases  occurred 
for  the  violent  offences  and  drug  offences  categories.  Violent 
offences  increased  fro  85,455  to  92,069,  a  7.7*/.  increase.  Drug 
offences  increased  f  rom  22,929  to  27,243,  an  18. 8'/.  increase. 

Criminal  Code  traffic  offences  increased  modestly  from  71,819  to 
72,262,  a  0.6'/.  increase.  Within  this,  alcohol  related  offences 
increased  from  39,001  to  39,667.  However,  the  number  was  still  less 
than  the  1981  number,  48,210  (Graph  2). 

Adult  and  Young  Persons  Charged  for  Criminal  and  Drug  Offences 

In  1989,  Police  in  Ontario  charged  246,442  persons  with 
offences  under  the  Criminal  Code.  Of  these,  205,258  were  adults  and 
41,184  were  young  offenders.  In  addition,  there  were  18,218  adults 
and  1,163  young  persons  charged  for  drug  related  offences.  Table  1 
provides  detail  of  this  by  offence  type.  The  following  are  some 
highlights  from  the  table. 

Criminal  code  traffic  charges  represented  the  largest  offence 
category  for  which  adults  were  charged,  45,141  or  22'/..  Most 
of  these  (37,905)  were  persons  charged  for  drinking  driving 
offences.  This  was  a  slight  increase  in  comparison  to  the 
1988/89  figure,  37,387.  The  high  occurred  in  1980  when  there 
were  44,026  persons  for  drinking  driving  offences. 

After  traffic  and  miscellaneous  Criminal  offences,  the  largest 
categories  for  adults  charged  were,  assault  level  1,  10.9'/.: 
bail  viol  at  ions  ,  10 . 8'/. ;  and  theft  under  $1000  -  shopl  i  f  t  ing  , 

8 . 5'/. . 

For  young  offenders  charged,  the  largest  categories  were 
shoplifting  under  $1000,  18.2'/.:  bail  violations,  7.4'/.:  and 
assault  level  1,  7.1'/.. 

In  1989/90,  Ontario  Police  apprehended  but  did  not  charge 
29,344  young  persons  for  Criminal  Code  offences.  Of  these, 
25.5'/.  or  7,486  were  for  shoplifting  under  $1000.  This  was 
almost  as  many  as  were  charged  for  the  same  offence,  7,487. 

The  number  of  young  offenders  not  charged  for  aggravated 
sexual  assault  was  24  in  1989.  The  number  in  1988  was  0.  The 
1989  figure  is  probably  not  significant.

PROVINCIAL  COURT  (CRIMINAL  DIVISION)  TRENDS 

The  number  of  charges  received  in  the  Provincial  Court 
(Criminal  Division)  in  1989/90  continued  to  mirror  the  general  crime 
rate  in  Ontario.  Specifically,  the  number  of  charges  received, 
decreased  annually  between  1982/83  and  1985/86.  Since  that  time, 
the  number  has  increased  annually.

The  same  was  true  for  the  number  disposed.  Of  note  is  that  for 
the  last  five  years,  the  number  of  charges  disposed  was  less  than 
the  number  of  charges  received. 

Actual  increases  in  the  justice  system  workload  have  been 
consistent  with  projections  prepared  in  1982.  At  that  time,  it  was 
projected  that  serious  crimes  would  increase  over  the  long  term  at 
an  average  rate  of  about  2'/.  per  year.  Actual  increases  in  the 
number  of  criminal  code  and  drug  charges  have  averaged  slightly  less 
than  1*/.  per  year.  Violent  offences  have  been  increasing  at 
approximately  87.  per  year  since  1984  . 

□f  major  interest  is  the  number  of  charges  which  require  a 
court  appearance.  Graph  3  displays  the  number  of  Criminal  Code  and 
drug  charges  received  and  disposed  in  the  Provincial  (Criminal 
Division).

A5  a  result  the  number  of  charges  pending  increased  from  78,070  to 
188,858  in  1989/90.  This  latter  figure  represented  6  months  of 
work,  (the  case  inventory).  The  major  upsurge  in  the  number  pending 
actually  occurred  in  the  quarter  ending  March  1986  following  the 
legislation  which  stiffened  the  penalties  relating  to  drinking 
driving  offences  (Graph  4). 

The  increases  occurred  mainly  in  the  districts  of  Metropolitan 
Toronto,  Peel,  Ottawa-Car leton ,  Hami 1 ton-Wen twor th ,  Middlesex, 
Simcoe,  Durham,  Waterloo,  York  Region,  and  Essex.  Together,  these 
ten  districts  handled  almost  two-thirds  of  the  Criminal  Code  and 
drug  charges.  However,  the  most  recent  data  indicates  that  the 
shortfall  problem  is  general  among  most  of  the  districts. 

Coincident  with  the  increase  in  the  case  disposition  shortfall, 
there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  adjournments  per  hearing. 

The  number  increased  from  an  average  3.8  in  1983/84  to  an  average  of 
5.3  in  1988/89.  The  number  decreased  in  1989/90.

The  case  inventory  is  the  estimated  time  in  months  it  would 
theoretically  take  to  dispose  of  the  cases  on  hand.  For  example  if 
a  location  disposed  of  1000  cases  annually  and  there  were  500  cases 
pending  at  a  point  in  time,  then  the  inventory  would  be  six  months 
since  500  cases  represented  six  months  of  work  for  that  location. 

□n  March  31  1990,  the  number  of  criminal  and  drug  cases  on  hand 
in  the  Provincial  Court  (Criminal  Division)  totalled  6.0  months  of 
work  (Table  2).  This  was  an  increase  from  5.9  months  the  previous 
year  and  2.6  months  in  1983/84.  The  inventory  exceeded  the 
provincial  average  in  18  districts  and  was  four  months  or  more  in  42 
districts.  In  1985/86  only  5  districts  had  inventories  of  4  or  more 
months.  In  1989/90,  the  district  with  the  highest  inventory  was 
Prescott  &  Russell  where  the  inventory  was  13.5  months.  The  second 
highest  was  Peel  where  the  inventory  was  13.2  months,  and  the  number 
pending  was  20,040.

In  1989/90,  the  number  of  charges  received  in  the  Youth  Court 
(Criminal  Division)  increased  from  41,404  to  44,334,  and  the  number 
disposed  increased  from  37,795  to  41,988.  The  number  of  bench 
warrants  ordered  increased  from  4,368  to  7,572.  Of  note  is  that  the 
number  of  charges  pending  increased  from  7,006  to  10,716.  Increases 
in  the  number  of  bench  warrants  ordered  and  executed  as  well  as  the 
number  of  charges  pending  should  be  treated  with  caution  since  many 
locations  performed  a  recount  on  these  during  the  year.  Other 
changes  of  note  are,  the  number  of  open  and  closed  custody 
dispositions  which  increased,  and  the  number  of  charges  which  took 
more  than  120  days  to  be  disposed,  which  increased  from  15,603  to 
22,866.

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PROVINCIAL  COURT  (FAMILY  DIVISION) 

The  number  of  matters  received  in  the  Provincial  Court  (Family 
Division)  increased  in  comparison  to  1980/89  from  40,084  to  41,584. 
However,  the  total  was  significantly  less  than  the  number  in 
1986/67.  The  decrease  over  the  years  was  mainly  with  Family  Law  Act 
matters  which  decreased  from  37,931  in  1986/67  to  24,284  in  1989/90. 
The  number  disposed  increased  marginally  from  37,437  to  37,888  in 
1989/90.  Again,  the  total  is  significantly  less  than  the  number  in 
1986/86.  The  number  pending  on  March  31  1990  was  19,718,  an 
increase  from  16,022  the  previous  year.  This  was  the  highest  in  the 
last  four  years.

Proceedings  Commenced 

Civil  actions  in  the  Supreme  and  District  Courts  increased  for 
some  categories  and  decreased  for  others  in  1989/90.  There  were 
increases  for  statements  of  claim  commenced,  divorce  petitions 
filed,  most  categories  of  assessments,  landlord  and  tenant 
appointments  made,  and  notices  of  garnishments  issued.  Decreases 
occurred  in  the  number  of  applications  filed,  the  number  of  motions 
filed  and  heard,  and  the  number  of  landlord  and  tenant  dispositions.

All  Actions  Excluding  Divorce 

In  1989/90,  the  total  number  of  actions  added  to  the  trial 
lists  of  the  Supreme  and  District  Court  was  the  highest  in  the 
1985/86  —  1989/90  (5  years)  period.  This  was  true  for  both  the 
Supreme  and  District  Courts.  Regarding  trials,  the  number  in  the 
District  Courts  was  the  second  highest  in  the  five  years,  and  the 
number  in  the  Supreme  Court  was  the  lowest  in  the  five  years.  The 
number  of  cases  disposed  in  the  Supreme  Court  was  the  second  lowest 
over  the  period,  while  the  in  the  District  Court,  the  number 
disposed  was  higher  than  in  1985/86  and  1986/87  but  lower  than 
1987/88  and  1988/89.  As  a  result,  the  number  of  cases  pending  was 
the  highest  in  five  years,  and  this  gave  rise  to  highs  in  the  case 
inventories,  12.7  months  in  the  Supreme  Court  and  8.6  in  the 
District  Court.  In  the  District  Court,  this  was  the  fourth 
conscecutive  year  for  an  increase  in  the  inventory. 


Divorce  Cases 

The  number  of  divorce  cases  added  to  the  lists  in  1989/90  was 
13,480  the  lowest  in  the  five  year  period.  The  highest  over  the 
period  was  22,278  in  1985/86.  The  same  is  true  for  divorce  trials, 
and  divorce  cases  disposed.  The  number  pending  was  1,846  the  second 
lowest  in  the  period.  This  represented  a  case  inventory  of  2 
months . 


Civil  Jury  Actions 

In  1989/90,  the  number  of  civil  jury  actions  added  was  4,932. 
This  was  the  highest  in  the  five  year  period.  The  second  highest 
was  1987/88  when  the  number  was  4,195.  In  contrast  to  this,  the 
number  of  trials  was  lowest  at  318,  but  the  total  number  disposed 
was  highest  at  4,034.  The  number  pending  at  year  end  was  3,984, 
this  was  also  the  highest  of  the  five  year  period  and  represented  a 
case  inventory  of  11.9  months,  up  from  9.4  months  in  1988/89  and  9.0 
months  in  1985/86.  The  increase  in  the  case  inventory  occurred 
mainly  in  the  District  Court  where  the  level  rose  from  6.8  months  in 
1985/86  to  11.3  months  in  1989/90. 


Civil  Non-Jury  Actions 

In  1989/90,  707.  of  the  actions  to  the  trial  lists  of  the 
Supreme  and  District  Courts  were  non-jury.  The  number  added  in 
1989/90  was  11,469.  This  was  the  highest  since  1986/87  when  the 
number  was  11,579.  The  number  of  trials  was  higher  than  the  last 
two  years,  but  lower  than  in  1985/86  and  1986/87.  The  number 
disposed  was  the  lowest  since  1985/86,  and  the  number  pending  was 
the  highest  over  the  five  year  period.  The  case  inventory  was  9.2 
months  in  1989/90,  the  highest  in  the  period,  and  the  increase  has 
occurred  mostly  in  the  District  Courts  where  the  inventory  increased 
from  5.3  months  in  1985/86  to  7.7  months  last  year. 
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Motor  Vehicle  fictions 

Included  in  the  above-mentioned  court  actions  are  motor  vehicle 
actions  which  account  for  approximately  25*/.  of  the  actions  in  the 
Supreme  and  District  Courts.  The  number  of  motor  vehicle  actions 
added  in  1989/90  was  6,412.  This  was  the  highest  of  the  five  year 
period.  The  lowest  was  5,243  in  1985/86.  The  number  of  trials 
the  lowest  in  1989/90  but  the  number  disposed  was  slightly  less 
the  previous  two  years.  The  number  pending  in  1989/90  was  the 
highest  of  the  five  years  at  4,972.  The  lowest  was  in  1985/86  at 
3,221.  These  pending  figures  translate  to  a  case  inventory  in 
1989/90  of  10.7  months.  The  figure  for  the  District  Courts  was  9.9 
months,  the  highest  of  the  five  year  period,  and  up  significantly 
from  the  1985/86  level  of  5.9  months.

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PROVINCIAL  COURT  (CIVIL  D I  V I S I  ON ) /SMALL  CLAIMS  COURTS 

Since  about  1980,  the  number  of  claims  in  the  Ontario's  Small 
Claims  Courts  has  decreased.  The  number  in  1989/90  was  126,028. 

This  was  an  increase  from  the  previous  year's  figure  of  119,998.  Of 
the  1989/90  total,  104,587  or  90*/.  were  in  the  0  to  $1000  range,  and 
88,916  or  77*/.  were  outside  of  Metropolitan  Toronto.  In  Metropolitan 
Toronto,  there  were  a  total  of  27,112  claims  filed,  and  of  these 
15,671  or  58*/.  were  in  the  0  to  $1000  range.  The  number  in 
Metropolitan  Toronto  was  the  lowest  since  1978,  and  this  was  true 
for  both  0  to  $1000  claims  and  $1000  to  $3000  claims.

Overviet^ 

In  1989/90,  the  Ministry  of  Correctional  Services  reported  that 
the  number  of  adults  sentenced  to  a  term  of  imprisonment  and  young 
persons  sentenced  to  secure  custody  increased  to  46,483  from  45,696 
the  previous  year.  This  was  the  first  year  for  an  increase  since 
1982/83  (Graph  7).  Within  this,  in  1989/90,  sentences  increased  for 
fine  default,  and  other  sentences  in  comparison  to  the  previous 
year.  There  was  a  decrease  in  federal  sentences.
